Second Wreck Victim 


The Jackson man is the second 
ctim of the collision, Charles 
ickert, 81, of Cincinnati, having 


been killed instantly in the colli- 
sion. Mr. Crossland was riding 
alone, driving south on Route 104 
to escape the heavier traffic on 
Route 23. Mr. Fickert was riding 
with his son, Charles, of Lancas- 
ter, west on Route 22. Two women 
in the Fickert car had minor hurts. 


Mr. Crossland's death is tragic 


since Saturday is the first time he 
had driven an automobile since the 
middle of the summer when he 
suffered a.sunstroke. He has been. 
employing a man to drive for him, 
but felt so good Saturday morning 
he told Sheriff Charles Radcliff, 
that he decided to drive alone to 
Jackson where he lived at the 
Cambrian Hotel.

CJPAIN is not the first land to provide

Treatment of Injuries on the Athletic Field 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


IT MAY COME as a surprise to 


the public at large, but trainers 
and coaches and athletic directors 
are not the only people who know 
about the subject, too. They b«gan 
to concern themselves about It sev- 
eral years ago, and th« improve- 
ments they have made are similar 
to the improvements in obstetrics 
that occurred when the medical 
profession took it over from the 
mldwives. 


Confirmation of this medical In- 


terest is seen in the publication of 
a book by two physicians, Stevens 
and Phelps, called "The Control of 
Football Injuries". 
In this book 


the proper methods of tackling, 
blocking and falling so aa to min- 
imize injuries is taken up in great 
detail. 
Reference was mad* yes- 


terday to the fact that the highest 
proportion of football injuries was 
from tackling or blocking. 
Only 


15 per cent of injuries ar« sus- 
tained by those tackled. Many, if 
not moat, injuries occur in an awk- 
ward or green player, or on« who 
is off guard, or loafing. 


The coach's job is to get his men 


Into good physical condition, to 
teach them to tackle, etc., proper- 
ly, and to furnish proper protec- 
tive equipment. He should have 
nothing to do with advising treat- 
ment-after <n injury ha* occurred 
nor of deciding whether the player 
should go back into play. Every 
team should have its own physi- 
cian—including high school teams 
—present at practice as well as 
at games. The objectives of the 
physician and the coach are often 
opposed. The coach wants the 


layer back in the line, sometime* 
jefore he is fit for it. 


Ignorance Injures Player* 


As to treatment, Dr. Marvin 


Jtevens says: "Many a player ha« 
been severely injured by having 
gnorant 
trainers, 
players 
or 


coaches try to jerk something back^ 
nto place about which they know, 
nothing, when a skilled phystciaa: 
could have fixed the player with- 
out damage." 


Most football Injuries, or for 


that matter, any kind of athletic 
njuries, are sprains. 
These ar« 


mostly at ankle, knee, shoulder and 
fingers. 
Strapping of the ankle 


and wrist, and padding of th« 
shoulder will reduce these. Th« 
knee cannot be adequately pro- 
tected. 


JL knee injury frequently over- 


looked is dislocation of one of th« 
cartilages. 
These ar« two new- 


moon shaped cartilages in the kne* 
Joint which normally are attached 
to th« upper surface of the bon« 
of the foreleg. The attachment, 
however, is not very solid and they 
are easily broken loose, in which/ 
case these float around In the joint*! 
"With rest they may become reat- 
tached in place, but if recurrent 
the cartilage can be removed with 
a simple operation which givea 100 
per cent good function. When 
overlooked they may cause consid- 
erable disability in after life. 
- Another frequent result of in.' 
jury is ossification of a mu*c!e. 
After dislocation or sprain with a. 
"Charley horse" in the muscle, it 
must always be remembered. 
In 


ignorance It is frequently made, 
worse by rubbing, pulling and 
massage generally. Rest and heat 
restore most cases.

AVERAGE defensive strength of
